Tue subject of a paid Fire Department came
up yesterday before Councils in several
shapes. In Common Coancil an elaborate
bill was introduoced for the organization of a
paid department, which, after some discns-
sion, was postponed until next weak. This
was & proper enough disposition te make of
it, considering the importaunece of the subject,
a8 it will be well for the members of Counsils
and the publie to bhave an opportunity to
st the details of the bill before it is finally

npon. Even mere significant than the

require. There will be at first tweniy-two
steam fire engines and five hook and ladder
companies, and hereafter as many other com-
paniea a8 Councils may from time to time
authorize. The Commissionera will have
the appointment of and the entire control of
all officers and employes, and of the property
of the Fire Department, and will be liable to
removal by Counoils for malfoasance in office
after a hearing before the Joint Committee
on Fire Department. They will have the
power to expel any fire company and to
reorganize any company, and to make all ne-
cessary rnles and regulationas for the good
governmentof the Fire Department, provided
that such rules and regnlations shall not be
inconsistent with the ordinances of Connoils.
All the officers and members of the Fire De-
partment will be required to be persons of
good moral character, and will be entitled to
their respective positions during good beha-
vior, and for such time as they may perform
these duties harmoniously with their asso-
ciates and satisfactorily to the Fire Commis-
sioners. They will not be subject to remo-
val on acconnt of any political, religions, or
other sentimenta entertained by them, =o
long as such opinions or sentiments do not
interfere with the efficient discharge of their
duties,

The salaries of the officers and employes of
the Fire Department will be as follows: —Fire
Commissioners, each, #2000 per annum;
Chief Engineer, $3000; Beoretary of the Fire
Commissioners, $1200; Messenger of the
Fire Commissioners, $800; Assistant Lngi:
neers, ench, §1000; enginemon, each, §1000;
firemen, each, §500; tillermen and drivers,
each, £750; foremen, each, $150, and hose
and hook-and-ladder men, each, $360. The
Chisf Engineer will have sole command over
the assistant engineers, officers, and members
of the Fire Department, and all other per-
sons who may be present at fires, and he will
have the direction of all proper measures for
the extinguishment of fires and the protection
of life and property. He will also have the
supervision of the engine.houses and appa-
ralus, and will attend generally to maintain-
ing the discipline and efficiency of the
department. In the absence of the Chisf
Enginer his authority will devolve upon
such assistant engineers as may be delegated
to him,

There are many other matters of detail
in the bill, but its ohief features are stated
above, and it appenrs to have been drawn
with much care and n correct understanding
of the requirements of a thorenghly eflicient
Fire Department. 'That weak peints may be
found in it when it goes into practical opera-
tion we do mnot doubt, but we think that
Councils will meet the wishes of the citizens
of Philadelphia by passing it substantially as
it stands. The postponement of the bill yes-
terday was looked upon by the friends of the
volunteer system as a political trinmph, buat
we do not consider it so, and we expect that
the whole subject will be met fairly and
squarely next week, and a great and necesaary
reform accompliched without further delay.

Covncres yesterday appointed a joint spe-
cial committee of five from each chamber to
memorinlize Congress for the imprevement
of the navigation of the Delaware and Schuyl-
kill rivers. This action is commendable,
and we hope that it may lead fo important
resnlts. The channel of the Delaware, with
all its great natural advantages, might be
greatly improved in several respects by a
comparatively small expenditure, and since
millions are spent in other quarters for ob-
jeota of infinitely less importance, it ia high
time that something should be done by
Congress for the commercial interests of
Philadelphia. This ity has poured hundreds
of millions into the omuivorous mnational
tressury, and en every ground it has a right
to ask that a few thousands of dollars should
be expended for its benefit.
